KEN ELTON KESEY 

KESEY is the author of the best seller book entitled 
"One Flew Over The Cuckoo* s Nest." He is wanted by the San 
Mateo County, California, Superior Court for failure to appear 
at a hearing as to why his bond and probation should not be 
revoked. At the time he was free on a stay of execution 
granted by the court for his appeal on conviction for possession 
of marijuana on January 17, 1966, At that time he was admitted 
to probation for three years with the condition that he serve 
six months of this three years in custody. During the time 
KESEY was free pending this appeal he was arrested by the San 
Francisco Police Department on January 19, 1966, for the same 
charge, possession of marijuana. The District Attorney’s Office 
at San Francisco conferred with the District Attorney, San Mateo, 
and decided to initiate Unlawful Flight proceedings out of San 
Francisco. 


On March 10, 1966, a complaint was authorized by 
Assistant U. S. Attorney Jerrold M, Ladar, San Francisco, charging 
subject with violation of Title 18, U. S. Code, Section 1073, 
Unlawful Flight to Avoid Prosecution - Possession of Marijuana. 
This complaintwas filed by Special Agent Francis J. Collopy, Jr., 
before U. S. Commissioner Richard S, Goldsmith, San Francisco, 
on March 11, 1966, and a warrant was issued; bond recommended 
$5,000. 


The San Mateo County Sheriff's Office on March 9, 1966, 
received information from reliable informant that he had seen 
KESEY on the beach at Puerto Vallarta, Mexico, approximately 
seven days prior (March 2, 1966). This informant also advised 
that KESEY was also frequenting a place, probably a coffee house, 
in or near that city known as "Palapa."

At the time he was free on a stay of 
execution granted by the court for his appeal on conviction 
for possession of marijuana on January 17, 1966.

During the time KESEY was free pending this appeal 
he was arrested by the San Francisco Police Department on 
January 19, 1966, for the same charge, possession of 
marijuana.

Luebben stated that captioned fugitive was apprehended this 
evening by Special Agents of the San Franc isco Office and was incarcerated 
in the San Francisco City Jail. 


Apprehension occurred when SA Frances J. Collopy, Jr. , 
Supervisor I I and Supervisor Glenn Harter of the 

San Francisco Office who were riding home in their personally owned 
automobile at 6:20 P. M. this evening when they spotted two individuals in a 
vehicle on the San Francisco Freeway. Vehicle was a panel truck driven fo 

by a beatnik-type individual and other occupant wearing dark glasses but fo 

observed to resemble captioned fugitive. After checking the photograph 
Agent Collopy had in his pocket, it was established that subject was in car. 
Efforts to get vehicle to pull over by showing credentials failed and a high 
speed chase ensued. Agents maneuvered car in front of fugitive's vehicle 
slowing it down eventually causing it to stop. Fugitive ran from truck and 
climbed fence with Agents pursuing. Agents apprehended subject without further 


incident.
